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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1) Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2) The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3) Claims 6-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4) Claim 6, line 4, recites a "reinforce member" which fails to conform with current U.S. 
practice or grammar. The term "reinforce" should perhaps be "reinforcing" or 
"reinforcement" throughout. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5) The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant lor patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



6) Claims 6-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ito et al. 
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Ito et al. (6877787) disclose the claimed invention including an automobile interior part 
disposed on a front side of an automobile, comprising: a duct; and a reinforcing member, 
wherein the duct and the reinforcing member are integrally attached. An instrument panel 
fascia 20 is disclosed and is integrally attached with the duct and reinforcing member. The 
interior part is formed by a fiber-reinforced resin. 

It should be noted that the patentability of a product does not depend on its method of 
production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a 
product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by 
a different process (MPEP 2113). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7) Claims 10-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8) The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Matsuzaki et al. (7303714) disclose the claimed invention including an automobile 
interior part disposed on a front side of an automobile, comprising: a duct; and a reinforcing 
member, wherein the duct and the reinforcing member are integrally attached. The interior 
part is formed by a fiber-reinforced resin.
